Not  only  was  he  a teacher  of 
science  but  also  a coach  in  athlet- 
ics. For  many  years  he  served 
as  coach  of  the  junior  varsity 
football  team  and  basketball 
team.  A couple  of  years  ago  he 
was  even  forced  to  give  this  up 
on  account  of  his  heart  condition. 

This  past  year  The  Bell  was 
dedicated  to  him,  proving  the 
boy’s  appreciation  to  him  for  his 
undying  devotion  to  the  school. 
He  was  an  integral  part  of  M.R  A. 
and  a true  friend  to  every  boy. 
Though  now  he  belongs  to  the 
memories  and  traditions  of  the 
school,  the  fine  men  he  had  a 
hand  in  helping  are  monuments 
to  his  life's  work.  With  great 
humbleness  the  paper  staff  dedi- 
cates this  first  issue  of  The  Bell 
Ringer  to  Mr.  Hackman.

Mr.  Winstead  belongs  to  many 
scientific  organizations  and  was 
written  up  in  the  publication, 
Who’s  Who  in  Science  in  South- 
eastern U.S.A. 

He  is  married  to  the  grand- 
daughter of  an  M.B. A.  alumnus 
and  lives  at  1806  Castleman 
Drive.  He  has  no  particular  hob- 
bies but  enjoys  sports,  especially 
boxing,  wrestling,  and  football. 

We  can  see  that  Mr.  Winstead 
will  be  a fine  addition  to  the 
M.B. A.  faculty  and  we  wish  him 
the  best  of  luck  in  his  work.
